"riS an excellent Sin to entrap thoſe who are obnox10us to the Courtiers, either tor 
their Honeſty, or the rich Prey of their Money. I fhxes their unthinking credaloys 
and affrighted Bigots more firmly to gheir Devotion. It countenances, by a pre- 
tended Necellity,the bold licentionſneſs of clapping up c2aſelefly, and: law!efly, whom. 
ſoeyer they pleaſe in Priſon 3 and how fligbt a pretence will lerve, their Carriage to. 
wards divers Peers, and others laſt Year has inown us, It makes the Commons more 
Þliable to be let Blood in the Silver- Vein,even tatne laſt Ounce, to be ſecured (for. 
106th) againſt ſuch formi2able or rather fantaſtical Contrivances. Laſtly, ?Tis the 
moſt direct method for a Goycrnour, whoſe Ambition tranſports him to mike him- 
felf abſolute, by ſetting up a Titir of - Conqueſt, or what other he pleaſes to carry 
through his haugbty Deſigns 3 for ir gives him both an occalion, and a. colour to 
itrengthen his own intereſted Party tothat Predominancy of Power, that all the re{t 
of the Nation mult be forced to truckle whenever he ſees fit to atteinpt it, or pleaſes 
to lift up his Foot to tread upon their Necks. 

Our Government, while the Revolution was aNovelty, and the Kingdom in an 
11l-humovur, did not indeed ſtand in need of any ew Plots, it ſelf being every bit a 
mecr continued Pler, carricd on by Forgeries, and ſhamming Deluſfions of the Peo- 
plez but now that the Nation is ſenſible of their Folly, and ſees.that all. thoſe gay, 
a:d hollow Pretences end in a flat Cheat of the Dutch, and other Confederates, to gull 

. Hlly England, at the expence of their Blood and Treaſure to maintain their War ; 
that better half of the Nation (if they.dare ſpeak out) do hate the Proceedings of 
the Court- Party ; nay, that the whole Nation repines at the dearneſs of Commo- 
dities, ſcarcity of Money, damp of Trade, and inſupportable Taxes: Oar new 
Government is put to its Shifts, and Plots are now become abſolutely neceſſary, and 
an eſlential part of our fountebank: Policy, 

Firſt then out ſteps Fuller, patronized by my good Lord of Canteroury, with Plats 
2 his Budget to ſell by Whole-ſale ; nay, he flew ſo high, that he threatned to im-

Scraps, without.a Penny or a Friend to help trem, Who were thoſe that came'in 
3 Coachto a Tavern near hand, and. feit for them out divers times? Who was it 
paid their Debts, and Fees, and ferch'd them our, put good ſtore of Money in their 
Packets, and £g00d Cloaths on their Backs, a little before they began their Plorting- 
Traae ? And why was the enguiry into tholz particulars, though ſo much prefſt by 
divers worthy Perions, fo induſtriouſly waved even to this time? This was too 
tencer 2 polit tor the Biſhop-to meddie with, whoan all likelyhood ſuſpetted the mat- by 7; 
ter, and is a great flaw in his Book: So tnat na Man of Senſe, when things are 
thus carried, bur imel]s an old Fox, though they dare not put him up and hunt him, 
for tear of being indifted for ſpoiling the King's Game, and a greater Wheel moving 
the lefier ones. 

So fond they are of Plots, that my L. Nortingham himſelf, whoſe Noſe, as it ſeems, 
was more. ſagacious and reach'd farther than his Underſtanding, ſmelt out a Plor 
the laſt Summer.z and thereupon (whica was one of his bold ſtrokes to daſh our 
the Laws) he gave out Warrants to ſeize, and impriſon divers Peers, and other 
Perſons of Quality, without the leaſt Evidence againlt them then, or ſince : Some of = — 
them, to avoid Vexation and Charge, had kept themſelves private; whereupon a 
very pleaſant Female- Proclamation was iflued to apprehend them, branding them 
publickly to the whole Nation as guilty Perſons who had fled from Juſtice; whereas 
tis now evident, that had the Court had the leaſt colour of Juſtice againſt any of 
them, . the utmoſt Severity of it had been inflifted on them withont Mercy. How- *» 
tyer, 2s ſoon as this /landeroxs Proclamation had cryed Hoo: loo, 'the State-Hounds, 
led by my L. Zrcas, who thought it a great Honour to become a Carch-Pole in ſuch 
2 Lezal Employ, hunted them dry-foot, and took divers of them, not dangerov{ly 
Plotting, but very quietly Napping « But when they had them, they had nothing 1n 
the World to ſay to them, but only that they were reſolyed., in deſpight of 7/t:ce 
and the Laws, and the £riviledge of Parliament to boot, to put them to as much 
Trouble and Vexation as they: could. Theſe unwarrantable Warrants were highly 
reſented inthe Houſe of Lords, and SatisfaCtion demanded from my L. Nottingham, 
ard his Lawyers, for violating ſo notorioufly the Liberty of che SubjefF* But the 
Court-Party (a Fault which no doubt they will amend for the future) being, by i=

Another Plot begins already to bud forth in our two late Proclamations : Blank 
Warrants, Sign'd ig lixelyhood by themſelves, mult be laid up foolifhly, and found 
miraculouſly, and then comes out a Proclamation, complaining ſadly and ſeriouſly 
that my L. 1Vorringham's Hand and Seal were forged by the diſaffefted, forbidding 
all Warrants with the Old Seal to be of any effect, and promiling a New Seal, and 
Jaitly offering fre hundred Pounds to the Diſcoverers z and then (to make it more 
credible, and fill the Heads of the Nation with Proclamations,) a Second. Thought 
Proclamation follows upon the Neck of the former, offering five hundred Pounds, and 
{ndenmity beſides to any eyen of the Contrivers, if they will but dilcover their Ac- 
complices. Now the Devil muſt bean arrant Aſs, if he have not one Rogue of 
his in all England, -who (as Bedlow upon the felt-ſame account found himſelf Guilty 
cf the Murder of Sir Goafry,) will not take the Money when he may come in ſo 
fafely, and accuſe ſome-body or other tally, by which means my Lord's Credit will 
be cleared, and a new+Plor made; and doubtleſs it's now hammering. upon the An- 
vil. Yet for all the Art and Wit this Stratagem makes a ſhew of, any Man with 
half an Eye may ſee 'tis but a very borching and bungling piece of Policy : For why 
could not the Forgers of the C1d Seal, (had there been any ſuch,)- as well counter- 
feit the New Seal too, when it came out, and ſo fruftrate all the Ends pretended to 
by the Proclamation, However, cis ſome happineſs that we are ſafe from being 
G3ol-Birds till the New Seal be made z which 1s. to inherit the illegal power of the 
©/d One, only we ſhall have the comfort to be impriſoned with a better Grace ; that 
is, by Warrants of a later Edition, with the noble Formality of a New Seal. Cer- 
tainly the Nation had been better fatished, had a Proclamatioz told us ſuchunlawful 
Practices ſhould be uſed no more 3 +whereas this accuſes every Body, and ſatisfies 
n0 Body. 

Theſe Plunges the-Court-Party are put to, that they may tyrannize over the L- 
verty of the Subjc&, and yet give their ACtions. a Face of Legality z. which, together 
with their defeat in Faller and Young, make every Man fee clearly that they ſtand in 
huge need of a Plot, and of King's-Evidences to countenance and juſtifie their Pro- 
ceeding. But where muft ſuch Fellows be found? The arranteſt Rogues, whom 
;their Crimes have coop'd up in Gaol:, are fitteſt for Perjury, and eſpecially it they 
might eſcape Hanging by it, then, -to be ſure, they would ſwear heartily and Iuſtily 
to whatever the great Ones (ſhould inſpire them with, upon pretence of Repricve, or 
Pardon.

rſhould fay, (and by conſequence ſwear if needbe;) that the Lords Z;tchjieid, Ayic/ 


bury, Salwbury, and Worceſter, and ſome others whoſe Names | haye not, had trez- 
ted with him, by their Agents, to aſſemble his Gang of Robgers, and kill the King, 
as he was hunting in Epping, or Windſor Forreſt, promiſing him vaſt Rewards wherr 
his work was done. But whom ſhould he name for thoſe Agents? Wkirncy's Houſe 
was at Cheſton in Hartfordſhire, where-lived on Dr. Thorowg2od, his Countrey man, 
and Neighbour, who meeting him ſometimes in Lozdon, they went to drink at the 
Houſe of one Mr. Burchz/, at the Queens head in Wpe-Swan-yard, over againit 
Samer ſet-howſe, having in thetr Company one Mr, Pike, Thoerowgood's Friend, and 
conſtant Aſſociate. They had done this twice or thrice, and ſo Whitney judg'd 
thoſe the fittelt Perſons that conld be pretended to have treated with him, and Bur- 
c>il the propereſt Man to witneſs that Treaty. This ProjeCt amounting to a rowh- 


draught of the Plot thus canningly laid, - fo that now nothing but dextrous managing. 
the Perſons was wanting 3. a Paper was carried to my L. Nottingham with the Names: 


of the Lords, 2s principal Movers, and of Thorowgood and Pike, as the immediate 
Treaters and Intervezers : . This got Whitney his Reprieve ;, and Warrants were ſent ta 
fake up 1horoirgood and Pike, who-getting Light of the Deſign, and not wilting ei- 
ther to be Knaves voluntary, nor tortured, (by the uſual mercileſs Severities exer- 
ciſed in Priſons ſince the erection of this New Government,) or perhaps hanged be- 
cauſe they would nat be to, kept our of the way. Fhe firſt thing to-be done was to: 
work upon Mr. Burchil, :nd co.bring this about, a Dragooner, by Name ZFowe-, 
comes to his Houſe, and tells him ne was going to Whitzey in Newgate, and that he 
would doa.Friendly Office to goalang with him, and give him a Viſit; The honeſt 
Man, little dreaming what a Trap was laid for him, went with him very civilly. 


Whitney ſeemed very glzd to fee him, and after a while began to put it upon him, 


that he knew and heard Dr, Thorowgoed and Mr. Pike treat with him about killing 
the King, and that if he wonld but witneſs it, it would be a means to fave his Life, 
and alſo be highly advantageous to himſelf. ZBurchil replyed, that he did never in 
his Life know or hear any iuch thing, and ſo could not in Conſcience aſſert it. After 
Whitney had plyed him with all the moſt preſling Intreaties,. and high-promiſing 
Motives uſuzl in ſuch a caſe, and ſaw there was no hope of making him a Villain by 
Fair-means, then (as the method of Pler- Forging required,) he was to try. what. 
might be done by Foul; wherefore he began to ſpeak very lond, ta threaten tim: 
highly, and to abuſe him with opprobrious Language for refuſing to witneſs ſo im- 
portant a Truth. This loudneſs of his was the Wazch-word for Tucker to come in, 
who had placed himſelf on purpoſe at a convenient diſtance, and knew his Ce 
when he wes to act in this intended real Tragedy, fell upon Burchil with bitter Invec.. 
tives, hunching him rudely with his Elbowes, and telling him he would be hanged, 
and all he had ſeized on for the Kivg, if he refuſed to witneſs what I#/;tmey had de- 
fired; and in concluſion, like a true Servant and [mitator of my L. Noringham, 
without Law, and in diſpite of it, clapp'd him up and made him Prifoner, The 
poor Man lay there about three Hours with an aking Heart, fearing he ſhould be 
made paſs through Prance's Purgatory, and be tortured for not yeilcing to atteſt a. 
Falſkood. By that time they hop?d that the Fright for what he had ſuffered :t pre-

T ucts and Bowes came to him with a Paper Signed by Whitney,containing all the Parti. 
'culars he would have him ſwear, which they thewed him, promiſiog that if he Would 
ſubſcribe it, he ſhould immedaately be ſer free, 3nd richly gratified in to the Bargain, 
What {hould he do ? No Friend could come at him that he might acquaint them 
with his Condition ; and he feared that (hould he refuſe, Torture would come next, 
ard pehaps that Tucker and Bowes, who he ſaw were Confederates, might ſwezr 
falſe againſt him ut he perſiſted in his Relolution ; Wherefore to get free from the 
Clotches of theſe Zarpies,(never intending to ſtand to it,) he Signs the Paper, after he 
had capitulated with Whirney to give It him under bis Hand to indemnifie bim, which 
he did, and ( Bowes and Tucker preſent) tubſcribed a Paper to that purpoſe, which 
Burchil las yet by him. And now the Plot went merrily on, and beganto look yery 
Towardly. They aſſured themielves now of Burchil, who was freed and comple. 
mented, The Paper was ſent to the over- joyed Secrerary; ſome ay that Whitney was 
examined by him too, or by ſome from him ; but ?cis certain, Orders were given 
to my Lord Chief Fuſtice Holt, toexamine Burchil, who ſent a Tip-faff, accompe- 
pied by Bowes, at ten a Clock at Night the ſame Day to bring Burcizl before him; 
who, as they were going, ſpent many Exhortations and Encouragements upon 
him, to make him ſtand {tiff ro his Subſcription. Being come before my Lord, 
Bowes took his Oath he ſaw him fign itz; and upon my Lord's asking him, Burckil 
frankly acknowledged it was his Hand. Then, ſays my Lord, you can ſwear to 
the Contenss of the Paper, No, my Lord, replyed Mr. Burchil, 1 cannot ſwear it, 
for there i never a word of Trath in it 1, laying open in order how he had been treated 
with Carefles, and rongh Uſage to induce him to ſwear a Falſhood, and that he on- 
ly Signed it out of Fear, and that he might free himſelf out of their Claws, drezd- 
ing he ſhould have been worſe uſed, had he continued there, and refnſed it, Upon 
which, my Lord, (who [ hear has had a little Taſte of Arvztrary Court-Tricks, ) did 
very worthily free Burchil, and gave order tnmediately to hang YF/%itney, And fo 
this horrid Damnable-Helliſh V/Yulliamite Plot, through the Prudence and Sincerity 
of this ohe Honeſt Man, very luckily came to nothing, and the growing Noile of it 
ſpread by the Comrt- Party was quaſh*'d, and ſuddenly bn'h'd ; which, had it taken, 
it had been a bleiled time for Hangmen, and Gaolors, and Executioners, for we 
ſhould have ſeenere long the Heads of thoſe Honourable, and Innocent Perionages 

tfly off at Zower-Hll, and Multitudes of others impriſoned, ruined in their Eſtates, 
and pur to Death : It being much eafier to 3mprove a Plot, when Statiſts think they 
have got Ground enough, with Safety to their Credits, to own it, than it is to 
make it take at firſt, the Foundation of all ſuch fictitious Contriyances being ſo «n- 
feady, and rotten. 

Our Courtiers, having loſt the advantage of carrying their Plot on, reſolved naw 
to make their advantage of its Miſcarriage, by crying up their own Integrity and 
Honeſty in freeing Burchil, and hanging YYVhzrney, (though neither of them was 
more than what the Law required 3) that ſo, by preſerving their Credit, as to th# 
Plot, which they ſaw womld nor take, they might be the better believed in future Ones, 
which they hoped would take; but we may thank the 1/l Succeſs, and not ſome Men's 
Good Y Fill: For *tis manifeſt from every Circumſtance, that while they had hopes 
it ould come to ſomething they abetted it, as much as eyer they cogld, —_—

Parrv 1]; lay fo 
them : Hoping Todo; that*theſe ſhort but clear Hints will keep the People tron 
being allarmed with the hollow Pretences, and loud Noiſe of imaginary Ply 
and that inſtead of haring, they will pity thoſe who ſhall fall into ſuch Sar 
Traps, And laſtly, that, plucking vp the Hearts of true Engliſhmen, they ny 
ſtand up for our Laws, Liberty, and Property, againſt Lawleſs Orders and Warrais 
Y 7 baſe Slavery, and wpitied Beggary, under which we groan already; and fince th 
- Nation ſubſiſts by preſerving thoſe Common Goods, if we ſupinely neglect the Preſer
